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The  Cro-p  Reporting  Board  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  makes  the 
following  report  from,  dscta  furnished  by  cro-n  correspondents,   field  statist ici-ms, 
and  cooperating  State  s^encies. 
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CROP  SSFOP.T  -  JmiARY  1,  1938. 

?APi.'I  STOCKS;     Tarn  stocks  of  corn  on  .January  1,   193S  were  v/ell  atove  the  average 
for  that  date,  vrhile  stocks  of  wheat  \vere  considerably  helovr  average.    Oats  stocks 
were  above  avera.ge. 

C05IT:     Stocks  of  corn  on  f&xms  on  JanuaiT  1,  1-38  are  estimated  at  1,667,989,000 
bushels  compared  with  306,955,000  bushels  on  January  1,  1937,   and  the  5~year 
(1928-32)  average  of  1,384,543,000  bushels.     The  relatively  large  stocks  of  corn 
reflect  ti\e  smaller  n^jmber  of  livestock  being  fed, 

MEAT:     Farm  stocks  of  wheat  on  January  1,  1938  were  estimated  at  208,745,000 
bfushels,  well  above  the  128,314,000  bushels  on  the  same  date  la.st  year  but  con- 
siderably below  the  5-year  average  of  249,495,000  bushels. 

OATS:    Farm  stocks  of  oats  on  January  1,  1938,   amounted  to  688,937,000  bushels, 
about  the  sam-e  as  the  5-yea.r  average  of  656,164,000  bushels,  but  considera.bly 
above  the  stocks  of  482,158,000  bushels  on  Janurxy  1,  1937. 

CITRUS  F3UITS:     C-rowing  conditions  durirg  Decemiber  were  somewhat  v.ariable  for 
the  development  of  citrus  fruits.     Freezing  temperatures  in  Florida  on  the  morn- 
ings of  December  7  .and  8  r6S"^Jilted  in  some  loss  of  fr.iit  in  the  northern  part  of 
the  citrus  area,  but  cool  weather  imm.ediatoly  following  the  cold  wa.ve  tended  to 
hold  losses  to  a  minimum,  and  most  groves  came  throxigh  without  injury.  I>j.rir}^- 
the  latter  half  of  December  Florida  crops  were  benefited  by  timely  rains  and  con- 
ditions on  January  1  indicated  no  appreciable  decrease  in  production.     In  Cali- 
fornia there  was  some  loss  of  Valencia  oranges  from  high  winds,  but  otherwise 
citrus  fruits  continued  to  develoio  in  a  satisfactory  manner.    Rainfall  was  ample 
in  all  sections.     There  were  fewer  cool  nights  during  the  month  than  usually 
occur  during  the  period  when  winter  citius  crops  are  maturing,  which,  combined 
with  an  already  late  season,  tended  to  delay  coloring  and  maturity,    Qj.pJ.ity  of 
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fruit  now  being  harvested,  however,  is  reported  to  he  exceedingly  good,  Yfeather 
conditions  continued  favorahle  in  Te_xa.s  ani  Ai-izona  for  development  and  maturity 
of  citrus  crops. 

Production  of  all  oranges  for  the  19r:?-::.8  marlreting  season,  as  indicated 
on  January  1,  was  placed  at  67,756,000  hoxes,  compared  v-ith  55,174,000  hoxes 
produced  in  1936,  end  with  the  b^year  average  of  48,939,000  hoxes  for  the 
period  1923-1932.     Carlot  shipments  of  Florida  oranges  from  the  heginning  of 
the  season  through  January  1  were  the  largest  in  the  history  of  the  industry. 
Navel  oranges  in  California  are  "sizing  up"  much  letter  tnan  was  expected 
earlier  in  the  season,  and  prospective  production  snows  a  substantial  increase 
over  a  month  ago.     Harvest  of  the  California  crop  of  Ivavels  was  reported  to 
be  more  than  two-thirds  cpmiplete  on  January  1.     Indicated  production  of  Va- 
lencias  is  slightly  less  than  on  December  1,  due  to  heavy  winds  which  blew 
considerable  fruit  off  the     trees  in  some  areas. 

The  1937-1938  grapefi-uio  crop  showed  no  change  diu-^ing  December,  and 

prospective  production  is  indica-trd  to  he  26,090,000  boxes,  compared  with 

30,231,000  boxes  in  1936,  and  \-ith  the  ^-yoar  (1928-32)  average  of  14,730,000 

boxes,     Carlot  shipments  of  Texas  grapefruit  fro.n  trie  beginning  of  the  sea.son 

thro'ogh  Janiiary  1  were  the  heaviest  on  record,  wnile  snipments  from  Florida 

for  the  sajne  period  v/ere  iraterially  belov;  those  of  la,st  year.     The  indicated 

production  of  California  lemons  shows  no  change  from  the  Decejnber  report  and

IS  placed  at  8,550,000  boxes  compared  with  8,102,000  boxes/,  and  witn  the 

5-year  (1928-32)  average  of  7,203,000  boxes, 

MILK_PHOBUCTIOIT:     Milk  production  has  increased  quite  sharply  since  passing 
the  seasonal  low  point  about  the  first  of  December,  the  nearly  5  percent  in- 
crease during  December  being  the  largest  for  that  month  since  1929,  V/nile, 
no  doubt,  part  of  the  increase  was  due  to  the  reiaarkably  mild  weather  which 
prevailed    in  m.ost  of  the  country  dm-ingthe  last  week  of  Decemiber,  the  cijmula- 
tive  effects  of  the  liberal  feeding  practiced  L'ince  new  grain  became  available  ■ 
are  beginning  to  appear.     There  are  also  s  om.e  signs  that  farmers  outside  the 
drought  area  are  now  making  some  a^.dit ions  to  their  dairy  herds. 

Although  milk  x-^oduction  appears  to  be  heading  upward,  it  is  still 
moderate.     On  January  1  mdlk  production  e-piDears  to  nave  been  less  tha.n  1  per- 
cent heavier  than  on  January  1  a  year  ago,  the  n^amber  of  cows  being  about  the 
sam.e  and  production  per  cow,  as  reported,  being  only  slightly  greater,     A  mionth 
ago  milk  production  wa.s  reported  about  1  percent  lower  than  on  the  s  s:7ie  date 
in  the  previous  year.    Looking  ahead,  it  appears  likely  that  milk  production 
during  the  remainder  of  the  winter  feeding  period  will  average  several  per- 
cent above  the  rather  low  production  of  the  corresponding  months  last  year. 
However,  the  per    capita  production  of  m.ilk,  which  on  January  1  was  close  to 
the  10-year  average  for  that  date,  is  not  expected  to  be  greatly  in  excess 
of  average  during  the  next  few  m.onths. 

Regionally,  milk  production  per  cow  as  reported  on  January  1  was 
generally  close  to  the  10-year  average  for  that  date  except  in  the  South  At- 
^■iantic  and  Vvestern  States  v/here  it  was  several  percent  a.bove  average.  Rather 
sharp  increases  during  the  past  month  were  noted  in  the  North  Central  States 
wh'ire  production  per  cow  was  generally  quite  low  on  December  1 
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Price  relationships  d'oring  the  past  two  months  have  tended  to  favor 
feeding  grain  supijlies  to  milk  co^^^s  rather  than  to  ether  types  of  livestock, 
Sutterfat  prices  held  up  well  until  late  in  DecemlDer  while  prices  for  meat 
animals  "began  to  ease  off  several  months  earlier.     The  sharp  decline  in  the 
price  of  "butterfat  during  the  last  10  days  of  Decemher  changed  the  situation 
consideralily ,  hut  the  prices  of  dairy  products  are  still  high  enough  in 
relation  to  grain  and  feed  prices  to  encourage  liheral  feeding  of  milk  cows. 

?or  the  country  as  a  whole,  milk  production  per  cov/  in  herds  kept  hy 
crop  correspondents  averaged  11.88  pounds  on  January  1  compared  with  11.81 
pounds  on  Januc.r^/  1,  1937  and  a  1936-35  average  of  11.89  for  January  1,  In 
the  same  herds  67,7  percent  of  the  milk  cows  were  reported  milked  on  January 
1  compared  with  57.1  percent  on  the  same  date  in  1937  and  a  range  of  64.2  to 
67.1  percent  on  Jp^nuary  1  during  the  10  preceding  vears.

Farm  flocks  "began  the  year  1938  vath  the  sniallest  nuiaher  of  hens  and  pullets 
of  laying  a-ge  on  hand  JaiTviai*^."  1  in  the  1925-58  record.     Th.e  re.TXjrted  average 
number  per  flock  was  77.4,  which  corripares  with  Januar;^^  1  rr.unbers  of  84,2  in  1937, 
with  80. 5  in  1956  and  with  78.3  in  1955.     Tlie  10-year  1925-54  average  Januaiy  1 
number  is  87.5. 

The  low  average  number  of  layers  in  the  country  this  year  is  due  largely 
to  the  great  decrease  that  has  taken  place,  in  the  Central  States  during  recent  years 
as  a  result  of' recurring  droughts  and  feed  shortages  in  that  important  area.  Jan- 
uary numbers,  in  the  West  Ilorth  Central  group  of  States  are  now  20  percent  below  the 
10-year  average  January  number,  and  about  10  percent  less  than  the  January  average 
of  last  yea.r.     In  the  South  Central  States  they  are  15  percent  below  the  10-yoar 
average  and  9  percent  below  last  year.    January  numbers  are  also  below  the  10-year 
average  by  9  percent  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  4  percent  in  the  East  North  Central 
and  Ear  Western  -areas.     In  the  ITorth  Atlantic  area,  however,  reported  n-'ombers 
are  2  percent  higher  than  the  10-year  January  average,  althougli  they  a,re  8  percent 
below  numbers  there  a  year  ago.     The  average  .numbers  of  layers  for  muajor  geograph- 
ic areas  this  year  coiiipared  with  recent  yoars,  and  with  the  10-year  Januaiy  1 
average  are  shown  in  the  follov/ing  table:

12  per  farm  flock  corqpared  with  10.1  last  year  ajid  10.9  two  years  ogo. 

With  the  exceptionally  mild  weather  through  December,  the  high  seasonal 
rate  of  egg  production  per  hen  shov.Ti  througliout  most  of  1937  was  raaintained  on 
January"  1,  and  this  continues  to  more  or  less  offset  the  severe  decrease  in 
numbers  of  La^/ers. 

The  average  number  of  eggs  laid  per  hundred  hens  and  pullets  of  laying  age 
was  reported  at  22.7  on  January-  1,     This  is  18  percent  higher  than  the  higii 
average  of  19.3  eggs  per  layer  for  the  last  throe  years,  and  exceeds  by  3  percent 
the  previous  high  Januar;:^  record  of  22  eggs  per  layer  sot  in  1937.     It  is  38 
percent  higher  than  the  10~year  January  1  average  of  16.5  eg^'^s.     The  rate,  of 
laying  per  hen  was  the  highest  oi  record  in  each  of  the  geographic  grand  divisions, 
except  in  the  Fa.r  Western  area  \vhere  it  eaualled  t'nc  r'revioup  high  record* 
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The  n"ajn"ber  of  eggs  laid  per  hundred  hens  and  p-allets  of  laying  age  on  Janua^ry  1 
is  sho^^n  hy  G-rand  Divisions  in  comparison  with  recent  years  and  the  10-year 
average  in  the  following  talDle:
